While the closing year reminds us that a report of the condition of 
the Public Schools is demanded from those in authority, by every one 
interested in the subject of education, the success which has attended 
the zealous efforts and unwearied labors of our teachers, together with 
the co-operation and sympathy of the public, conspire to make the duty 
pleasant. 

No changes have occurred in the Primary, Intermediate or Grammar 
schools during the year, in respect to. teachers. Gentleness, kindness, 
the power of winning the affections, and long experience prove these 
teachers to be peculiarly adapted to their positions and deserving the 
full confidence and esteem of those for whom they labor. 

The High School emerged from the apathy and listlessness which 
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eharacterized it at the close of last year, as if inspired by the zeal, 
earnestness, and ability of its new supervisor, and there is not a 
shadow of a doubt that under his continued direction, it would attain 
in reality to the position its name seems to indicate. 

We would especially call the attention of the citizens of this district 
to the fact, that the schools this year have been shorter by four weeks, 
as shown by the Register, than during last year. 

Districts No 3 and 5 fortunately secured experienced teachers, and 
profited much thereby. It gives us pleasure to speak highly of their 
fidelity and success. Owing to a misunderstanding as to time, we failed 
to visit the school in District No. 3 at the close of the summer term. 

In Districts No. 2 and 4 there have been some expressions of dissat-_ 
isfaction, resulting, in a measure, from a lack of sympathy and co- 
operation of parents, so essential to the success of any teacher, or at- 
tributable to a want of interest on the part of both teachers and pupils. 

While we regret such occurrences, we humbly ask that the mantle 
of charity may cover the errors of inexperience. 

When we consider what a variety of talent is requisite to constitute 
a good teacher, what drafts are made upon both mental and physical 
energies, it is very much to be deplored that the compensation of our 
teachers 1s so meagre. 

Talent always commands a price, and our schools have suffered 
enough already from cheap teachers for us longer to experiment. Let 
us hold fast to that which we know to be good. The highest aim of 
every parent should be to give his children something better than a 
mere passable education. Intelligent, high-minded, thinking men, and 
women, come forth only by great and protracted mental discipline. 
Every avenue leading to distinction and greatness opens out from the 
school-room, and he who denies to his ofispring the benefits of a liberal 
education, that he may hoard the almighty dollar, is a caricature upon 
the image in which he was created. 

By the routine and discipline of the school-room we hope to give 
firmness and stability to character, and by the ennobling and refining 
influences of a liberal education, to give such tone and dignity to that 
character as shall lead our youth to shrink from mean and cowardly 
vices, and to shun temptation. 

Since these things are so, fellow citizens, rising above personal con- 
siderations and political animosities, let us no longer neglect to provide 
for the liberal education of our, youth; let us rather demonstrate by 
our increased appropriations for school purposes, that we are individu- 
ally alive to the highest interests of our children.
